The broad 
expanses of

grass ,on the fairways, it is said, 
furnish 
excellent 
feeding grounds 
for robins, meadow* larks, starlings, 
flickers and killdeers. In rougher 
spots there is an abundant insect 
poputy ition as food for the birds. 
Most courses have water hazards at 
which the visitors could bathe or 
drink, and many courses are al­ 
ready protected from tresspass and 
are relatively free from bird en­ 
emies. 
Protection, food and water are 
thus afforded, and the department 
urges the supply of nesting boxes 
or other nesting places. Such beau-i 
tiful and useful birds as the purple 
martin, blue bird, house wren, tree; 
swallow, flicker, white breasted nut­ 
hatch and chickadee, will occupy 
such houses, and many other var-. 
ieties of small birds can thus be 
attracted.

Buying P erfum e for M arie’s D ress­ 
ing Case. 


An ancient bill recently discov­ 
ered in the files of the firm of 
Houbigant^ in P aris gives a good 


idea of the contents of the ivory 
dressing case. 
On the 16th of 
February, 1791, the bill was paid 
by Mme. La Countess de Matig- 
non, who had done the shopping 
for the queen. 
The purchases ex­ 
tend from July 6 to November 24, 
1790. 
The total am ount was 203 
livres 8 shillings. 
The articles 
listed are indeed an interesting 


revelation of the h eart and 
desire of a woman who loved 
luxury and who insisted upon 
it, even to jeopardizing the 
success of her flight for 
freedom. 
There 
are 
136 
pounds of fine powder for 
the hair, bottles of Eau de 
Bouquet, ja rs of pomade, 
creams, soaps, sponges, pack­ 
ages of toothbrushes, and 
eight pairs of gloves, then carried 
by the perfum er. 
Houbigant since 1775 had en­ 
joyed the patronage of court and 
nobility, so it was only natural 
th at the purchases of toilet ar­ 
ticles for the queen’s flight were 
made a t his shop. 
No doubt most 
of the 136 pounds of “ poudre 
fine” w ent ahead in the trunks, 
but it is probable th at the more 
personal 
articles, 
such 
as the 
pomade, the 
cream, the 
toilet 
w ater and the gloves, had their 
place in the royal equipage and 


th at they 
were 
carried safely 
packed in the ivory dressing casa 
in the luggage strapped to the 
back of the traveling coach.

“ Bless me, madame, it would 
be the destruction of M. Sance, 
was the reply.
